Stickers 
found in his posseasion seemed te 
show clearly his connection with the 
anti-draft plot. When searched by 
Federal operatives hundreds of 
atickers containing the words “do 
not register—-others are with you.” 
were found in the man’s pockets. 
Those who arrested the man deciare 
they know exactly when the stickers 
were printed, who ordered the work 
done and who furnished the money. 
Other arrests are expected to follow. 


ATTACK ON BONDS.

Officer at Jerome Mine Tells 
of the Strike Riot. 


Manager Offers Concessions 
to the Men Now Out. 


Minority of Unionists Said to 
Have Made Trouble. 


A. P. WIRE. 
JEROME (Ariz.) May 30.—Testi- 
mony that he fired four times from 
the south and thought possibly “he 
may have hit Horace Harrison,” one 
of the wounded, was given today by 
Grover Breslin, United Verde guard, 
at the Coroner’s investigation of the 
killing last night of two United Verde 
employees and wounding of two 
others when they were responding 
to a call to fight a fire which de- 
stroyed the depot of the United 
Verde and Pacific Railroad. Bres-’ 
lin testified he opened fire when the 
shooting started. 

Until Breslin testified it was be- 
lieved that W. N. Terry, the second 
man wounded, was the only one of 
the guards employed at the United 
Verde mine since the strike of union 
miners was called last Thursday 
night who had fired any shots. The 
inquest was adjourned until tomor- 
row, at which time Terry will be ex- 
amined if he has sufficiently recov- 
ered from his wound to permit. 

MANAGER’S CONCESSIONS. 

A written statement of the con- 
cessions he would make to the strik- 
ers was presented today to John Mc- 
Bride, conciliator of the Department 


of Labor, by Charlies W. Clark, gen- 


eral manager of the United Verde. 
He offered to pay the miners the

Turning to the audience, Mr. 
Roosevelt declared if there was any 
man in the country who was not pre- 
pared to do everything in his power, 
“now when the nation calls,” he had 
better go away. 

“Do not think in terms of self- 
sacrifice, but in terms of service,” he 
said. “I do not pity a man who has‘ 
a chance to risk his life for his coun- 
try: I envy him. 

“There must be absolute and un- 
divided loyalty to our flag. The 
events of the past two years have 
shown that no man can be any more 
loyal to two flags than to two wives. 

“Any man who is not a good hus- 
band is not a good citizen. A man 
must be loyal to his wife and to his 
country. Now that Germany stands 
as the most efficient military autoc- 
racy that the world has even seen, 
no man is a good American who 
does not stand against Germany and 
for this country with all his heart.” 

The former President asserted that 
“universal service is a necessary 
corollary to universal suffrage.” 

“I believe in suffrage,” he said, 
“but not for suffrage for any woman 
shirking her duty, and I will work 
for the disfranchisement of any man 
or woman who doesn't work, in 
peace or in war, in any chance of 
service the government may demand. 

“We hear, of course, of conscien- 
tious objections to fighting. I do 
not ask any man to violate his con- 
science, but I will not stand for him 
violating mine, either. If any man 
is too conscientious to fight he ought 
to take his conscience out and look 
at it, for it is certainly sick.” 

The first duty of a man, the colo- 
nel added, is to be a “man's man, 
not just a sexless creature who wants 
somebody to fight for him.” 

He urged those present, as a pa- 
triotic duty, to subscribe for liberty 
bonds. 

“The bonds will be safe unless Un- 
cle Sam smashes up, and if the 
United States smashes up we all will 
be smashed up and it won't make 
any difference whether the bonds 
will be good or bad.” 

The people, he deciared, “can pre- 
vent Wall street from financing the 
government” if they themselves will 
finance the government. 

“Every man and every woman who 
complains because Wall § street 
‘fleeces the government,’” he con- 
tinued, “and then doesn’t do his or 
her share to finance the government, 
has no right to snarl at Wall street 
Tor doing more and being more pa- 
than you yourselves have 


“I want to say to you men of 
wealth,” concluded the colonel, “that 
that this is a bad summer to hire 
men to do some useless thing, so 
don't hire men to move trees around 
or to build brick walis that look as 
if they were meant for an asylum.”

WHITE WHEAT BREAD. 
Short Process. 

For one loaf of bread pour one 
cup of boiling water, scalded milk. 
or a mixture of the two, into a mix- 
ing bowl over one teaspoon salt, one 
tablespoon sugar and one tablespoon 


lard or other fat, if fat is desired. 


Allow the mixture to cool until it 
is lukewarm. Mix one-half cake 
compressed yeast with a little of 
the lukewarm liquid and pour it 
into the other mixture. If liquid 
yeast is substituted for the com- 
pressed sort, the ingredients should 
consist of one-fourth cup of yeast, 
cup milk, water or 
milk and ter mixture, and the 
quantities of the other substances al- 
ready mentioned.

Knead a 
little and set aside to rise again for 
one hour. With ® good bread flour 
the dough should treble in bulk In 
each rising. With a soft-wheat flour 
it should not rise much beyond twice 
its volume. Divide into portions. 
mold, and place in greased pans of 
standard size (one and one-half 
quarts.) Allow to rise until a light 
touch will make a slight dent. With 
good bread flour this happens when 
the dough reaches the top of th 

pans. Rake fifty minutes. ~

The recipes given above for white 
bread can be followed in making 
bread out of part graham and part 
white flour.

The above recipe may be used in 
preparing bread from home-ground 
meal. There are many homes, par- 
ticularly in the country, where the 
housewife can obtain unground 
wheat at moderate cost. If ground 
in the ordinary coffee mill, such 
wheat makes a coarse bread not 
very light in texture, but of such 
good flavor that it may well be used 
occasionally to give variety to the 
diet. It is useful, too, in places 
where good bran cannot be ob- 
tained easily and where coarse 
breads are desired as a means of 
Preventing constipation. In making 
such bread with a view to economy 
the housekeeper should compute 
what it willecost her per loaf, 
including labor and fuel, as com- 
pared with other breads she makes. 
Skim milk instead of whole milk can 
be used: home-made yeast, either 
liquid or dry cakes, is a possibility; 
and some might like the bread with 
less sugar or unsweetened. Another 
recipe which has beer worked out 
follows: 

Home-ground wheat bread—One 
and one-fourth cups water or skim 
milk, one and one-half teaspoons 
salt, one tablespoon sugar, three 
cups home-ground wheat flour, one- 


half cake dry yeast, or one gill liquid 


yeast. Set a sponge at night, using 
half of the flour. In the morning 
add the rest of the flour, beat well, 
put into a greased pan, allow to rise 
until it doubles its bulk, and bake. 

Corn meal and wheat bread—One 
and one-half cups milk, water or & 
mixture of the two; one-half cake 
compressed yeast or one and one- 
fourth cups milk, water, or a mixture 
of the two; one-fourth cup liquid 


yeast; one and one-half teaspoons 


salt, one tablespoon sugar, butter (if 
used) one tablespoon, one cup corn 
meal, two cups wheat flour. 

Pour one and one-fourth cupfuls 
of the water over the cornmeal, salt, 
sugar and fat (if used) and heat 
the mixture gradually to the boiling 
point or nearly to it and cook twenty 
minutes. This cooking can best be 
done in a double boiler. The water 
is sufficient only to soften the meal 
a little. Allow the meal to cool to 
about the temperature of the room 
and add the yeast, mixed with the 
rest of the water (one-fourth cup- 
ful) or the one-fourth cupful of 
liquid yeast. Mold thoroughly, let 
rise until it doubles its bulk, make 
into a loaf, place in a pan of stand- 
ard size, allow to rise until it nearly 
fils the pan and bake forty-five or 
fifty minutes. 

RICE BREAD. 

One cup lukewarm water, milk or 
a mixture of the two, one cup un- 
cooked rice, one and one-fourth tea- 
spoons salt, one tablespoon sugar, 
butter (if used,) one tablespoon or 
less, one-half cake compressed yeast, 
two cups Wheat flour. 

Steam the rice with one-half of 
the liquid until it is soft. This is 
done better in a steamer than in a 
double boiler, for the liquid is so 
small in amount that the rice does 
not become soft readily and the 
presence of the steam helps. Put 
the sugar, salt and fat (if used) into 
the mixing bowl and pour over them 
the remaining liquid (one-half cup- 
ful.) When the mixture has be- 
come lukewarm, add the yeast and 
one-half cupful of flour. Allow this 
sponge to rise-.until very light. Add 
the boiled rice, which should have 
been cooled until lukewarm, and the 
rest of the flour. This dough is so 
thick that some pressure is required 
to work in the last portions of the 
flour. Allow the dough to rise until 
it has doubled its bulk, form into a 
loaf, place in a pan of standard size, 
allow it to rise until it nearly 
reaches the top of the pan and bake. 

Rye Bread.—One quart milk, two 
tablespoons sugar; four teaspoons 
salt; two tablespons butter, one cake 
com yeast; three cupfuls flour 
(one cup being wheat and the re- 
mainder rye.) 

Follow the directions for making 
wheat bread according to the short 

rocess, until after the bread has 

n molded the second time. At this 
point the dough should be placed in 
a six-quart bow! lined with a cloth 
into which flour has been rubbed. 
When the dough has risen to the 
top of the bow! turn out on a hot 
sheet iron (a dripping pan inverted 
will do,) over which one tablespoon- 
ful of flower has been sprinkled, and 
put it immediately into a very hot 
oven. After ten minutes lower the 
temperature somewhat and bake for 
one hour. This recipe is a modifica- 
tion of an old German household 
method of making rye bread. 

Rolled Oats Bread.—Two cups of 
boiling water, one-half cup brown 
sugar, two teaspoons salt, one yeast 
cake, one-fourth cup lukewarm 
water, one and one-half cups rolled 
oats, five cups flour. 

Dissolve the yeast cake in the 
lukewarm water. Pour the bolling 
water over the rolled oats, salt and 
sugar, and let stand until lukewarm; 
and the dissolved yeast and flour. 
Let rise until very light, beat thor- 
oughly, and turn into two buttered 
bread en the loaves have 
doubled their volume bake them an 
hour in a moderate oven.

HISTORY PLUNDERED 
HOME GENTLE MERCY’S LESSON. 


| 
Six Thousand People See Fifteen Hundred Pasadenans 


Enact the Evolution of War Relief Methods in 
Brilliantly Costumed Pageant. 


HE tumbled heights beyond | 


Pasadena were put to new use 

yesterday. They became the 
background for aggressive Pasa- 
dena’s atest achievement, the 
dramatization in pageant form of a 
human emotion. <As the day was 
Memorial Day, when the thoughts 
of the busy run softly back to those 
at rest, one of the finer, if not the 
finest of emotions, was summoned 
for use. Mercy, whose stamp is the 
Red Cross, current the world around 
on the tides of the forty tongues 
and the seven seas. 

Officially it was called “A Pageant 
of the Red Cross.” written by 
Marjorie Charles Driscoll and Gil- 
mor Brown, and presented on the 
turf at Tournament Park by 1500 
Pasadenans. There were only four 
persons in the audience to one on 
the stage, but then there was a chill, 
a peevish, bilue-lipped chill that 


crowded close to everyone in the 


audience, and there was a mist that 
promised to mature into a rain. But 
of this the spectators could not com- 
plain, for even Mr. Shakespeare 
coupled rain and mercy in his well- 
known tribute. 

To see an emotion drift into a dra- 
matic structure ts like seeing a 
paint brush made from the rays of 
a rainbow. and some still doubt it 
can be done, but none can question 
the picturesqueness of the effort. Al- 
though the authors explained § the 
history of the Red Cross was being 
pictorially presented, was the

birth and development of the emo- 
tion of mercy in the world of man. 

Few pageants could have been 
more effective. The theater was an 
athietic ground, a greensward with 
scarred grooves for baseball. On 
three sides, the patient grand stands 
braced themselves against the multi- 
tude. Beyond were the mountains, 
the final and the greatest back- 
ground for every ancient costumé, 
for every dramatic act. With equal 
effect, the women camp followers of 
the Huns wailed because their men 
did not conquer, and the ambulance 
corps performed its astonishing and 
ultra-modern drills, with a technique 
which the millions of soldiers abroad 
have died to perfect. They needed 
no other background than the 
mountains. 

The immediate stage was a huge 
platform, draped in sheeting as 
white and formal as though the 
looms had been set in a hoépital.

MEMORIAL OF LOVE. 

The authors dedicated their work 
to “The men and women of all na- 
tions and all ages who have sacri- 
ficed themeelves for others. and 
whose memorial is built. not of mar- 
ble, but of the love of humanity.”

E WAR BURDEN—DIVIDE IT! 

Governments, like individuals, some 
times permit their enthusiasm to carry them 
so far that they have to walk back. In 
considering War finances President Wilson 
and bis advisers seem to be more con- 
cerned about what posterity will have to 
say about them than about how the great 
majority of the present generation are 
going to meet the war taxes when they 
come piled on top of the present cost of 
living, which is higher by almost one-half 
than that which any other generation has 
ex pertenced. 

kt ia all very well to theorize about turn- 
ing over to the next generation a world in 
which democracy reigns supreme, a world 
which has been purified by the sacrifices 
of the men of 1917, @ world in which the 
problem of government has been solved. 
But there is a natural law of recompenses 
as unalterable as other natural laws. 

Government experts heave figured that it 
will cost the United States about $2,25,- 
600,000 in excess of current expenses to do 
our bit in the war during the next twelve 
months. The Democratic administration 
proposes that this sum shal! be raised by 
the levy of extraordinary taxes. President 
Wilson has announced in a special mes 
sage to Congress a determination to make 
the war pay ite own way. He takes the 
position that we should raise by issuing 
bonds only the money we are going to 
lend to our allies. ~ 

Thia policy has been criticised severely 
both by the Republican members of Con- 
gress and by economists and financiers gen- 
erally. In the first place, that policy of 
lending money to the other Entente pow- 
ers at the time when we are ourselves en- 
gaged in the war is a new departure in in- 
ternationa) finance. England adopted that 
plan at the beginning of the present war. 
She stood the pressure for two and a half 
Jearg.and then passed the burden along to 
us. The government has inaugurated a 
campaign of patriotism to induce persons 
of modest fortunes to invest whatever sur- 
plus they may have laid aside in Liberty 
bonds. The impression is given forth that 
this is “doing our bit” towards financing 
the war. But in reality thie is simply lend- 
ing money tothe Alites through the me- 
dium of our government. The pinch of 
war taxes is yet to come. 

There are some who regard this policy 
of one government lending money to an- 
other ‘government as a highly dangerous 
precedent for a republic to establish. Dur- 
ing the last two and a half years the Allied 
countries have floated a number of loans in 
the United States. This was a question be- 
tween the individual investor and the for. 
eign government. But the Liberty Loan is 
a case wherein the taxpayers are asked to 
lend money to our government to replace 
the billions. which it is lending to Euro- 
pean governments: It is, of course, a first- 
Class loan, a meritorious loan and a gilt- 
edged investment. 

Truly the world moves. A politician who 
would have made such a suggestion a gen- 
‘eration ago would have either been lynched 
Or coufined in a madhouse. Bout the loy- 
alty and the confidence of the American 
citisen have nobly stood the test. The re

O TIME FOR POWER BONDS! 

The proposal to vote $2,000,000 addi- 
tional municipal bonds for the purpose of 
erecting power plant No. 2 and for further 
work in the Owens River gorge, which is to 
be asked of the voters at the city election 
to be held on June 5, should be defeated, as 
it is simply a feeler, put out by the Board 
of Public Service to test the sentiments of 
the people and learn if possible just how 
they stand on the question of this everlast- 
ing and endless chain of bond issues which 
has resulted from the efforts of Kemp, 
Scattergood et al. to force the city into 


impractical and ruinous municipal owner- 


ship experiments. 
This issue, if by “any accident it should 


carry, is but the precursor of another series 
of bonds amounting to millions and which, 


added to the already tremendous burden of 
power-bond indebtedness, will seriously 
threaten the city’s solvency. We are today 
paying interest on $10,000,000. This addi- 
tional issue will make $12,000,000, and if 


granted we will be asked shortly to vote an 
additional $10,000,000, or possibly $20,000,- 
000, for the board has repeatedly referred, 
in a vague way, to immense expenditures 
in the upper Owens Valley region. 


Let us ask the taxpayers of Los Angeles 
if they realize just what this burden means 
in outgo. It means an annual interest 


charge of $540,000 and an additional sinking 


fund charge of approximately $425,000, or 
all told a fixed charge of $965,000 yearly: 
and if an additiona!l $10,000,900 is asked and

Where in the name of al! that is sane is 
this mdney to come from? It certainly will 
not come from the plant income. That 
source at the most is less than the present 
fixed charge outlay; and what will it be 
if we increase this charge’? Citizens, tax- 
payers, voters, don't put the little home 
of the day laborer and the clerk and small 
merchant into jeopardy to satisfy the so- 
cialistic schemes of a band of public offi- 
cials who seemingly have gone insane on 
the programme of issuing bonds, bonds, 
bonds, bonds!

For many years we of the New World 
have furnished to our profit the roast beef 
of old England.

We are about to become brothers 
fm arms to fight side by side with 
the brave sons of Italy, and France, 
and Russia, and Britain, to preserve 
liberty and justice and civilization 
itself from the mad assaults of au- 
tocraey under the leadership of the 
German Kaiser. 

As an American | take a pride in 
our alliance with the Entente pow- 
ers. It is a privilege as well as a 
duty to help noble Italy retain the 
freedom which the sword of Gari- 
baldi and the statesmanship of 
Cavour and the fidelity of Victor 
Emanuel gained for her half a cen- 
tury ago. 

From our ally in Southern Europe 
to our ally in Northeastern Europe 
is but a twelve hours’ journey— 
through the air.

to Paris by iand, passing through 
Berlin en route! 

Beautiful, laughing, sighing, glit- 
tering Paris! There art consorts 
and josties with nature, and nature 
in turn cradies and educates human- 
ity. One who has visited that city 
can almost indorse the statement 
that “Paris is a place where good 
Americans go when they die.” How 
fortunate it wag that, at the outset 
of the present war, before the lust of 
rapine and blood had completely 
dominated the German soldiers, they 
turned back before reaching Paris. 
What a shame to civilization it 
would have been if they had entered 
the great city and destroyed its ca- 
thedrals, and public buildings, and 
art galleries, as they did in Belgium 
and Nofthern ‘France. 

Land of Lafayette and Rocham- 
beau, America remembers you with 
gratitude and love. Our bannered 
stars shall soon float alongside your 
tricolor in the trenches and on the 
battlefield. Our wheat fields shall 
pour their opulent treasures into 
your granaries, and our soldiers shall 
join yours in singing “France, | 
adore thee.” 

What American can without emo- 
tion contemplate our alliance with 
the British empire? The soldiers 
and statesmen, the authors and ora- 
tors, the scientists and inventors of 
Britain are ours as well. For us the 
Black Prince struck the golden lilies 
down, and Rupert “rode to conquer 
or to fall,” and the grim Covenan- 
ters followed Old Noll to. victory. 
We can almost hear the voices of 
Burke, and Pitt, and Fox, and Sheri- 
dan, making the arches of Westmin- 
ster ring. For us the auburn-eyed 
Master walked the streets of Strat- 
ford-on-Avon. For wus, Newton 
watched the apple fall and the doors 
of science open to the mysteries of 
the spheres. For us Stephenson, 
with his hand on the throttle valve 
of the first locomotive, caused it to 
sound the shrill note of triumph 
which prophesied the marvels of this 
industrial age. May not we, 
American sons of these mighty sires, 
find something in those memories to 
stir our pulses; something that 
strikes the lyre of thought with an 
anthem sweep? 

Yes, we do not enter this war 
merely because we love France, and 
honor Italy, and respect Russia, and 


the side of Britain. We join the En- 
tente Allies and enter the contest 
which Germany has forced upon us 
in order to defend our national honor 
and our national rights, and our al- 
liance with England and France and 
Italy and Russia is an incident of the 
contest and not its original purpose. 
In the war into which the Kaiser has 
crowded us, Germany can “shake no 
gory locks” at us. To our claim that 
under the law of nations our un- 
armed merchant ships were entitled 
to sail upon the ocean without mo- 
lestion from German submarines 
the Berlin government replied: “The 
law of nations does not require Ger- 
many to respect the rights of the 
United States, and anyway, the ex- 
igency is such that Germany will 
obey no lew. If you wish your ships 
not to be sunk and your citizens not 
to be why, keep them off 
the ocean.” 

What answer should we have made 
to this insolent defiance of public 
law and this inault to our country, 
in order to please American pacifists 
and Teuton maniacs? Should our 
President have placed his hand on 
his mouth and his mouth in the dust 
and assured the Kaiser that the 
right of a neutral to navigate the 
high seas without Interference from 
a belligerent was a saurian of the 


. Paleozoic age of international law. 


and quite unfit to live if “me unt 
Gott” desired it to die? 

The rulers of Germany mistook our 
patience for pusillanimity. Because 
we were forbearing they thought we 
were fearful. They believed they 
could resume their murderous prac- 
tices and go on interminably with 
their campaign of /frightfulness. 
While asserting in reply to our war 
declaration that they would not make 
war on us, they were making war 
and feigning non-combatancy in a 
vain effort to stir up anti-war senti- 
ment in our land. The people of the 
United States with practical unanim- 
ity sustain their President and Con- 
gress, and our soldiers will be not 
merely the soldiers of a nation, but 
the defenders of the cause of de- 
mocracy against autocracy. The mil- 
lions of young men who will drop 
pen and hammer to learn the manual 
of arms will not do so for pay or 
glofy but because they obey the call 
of duty. Behind each American bayo- 
net will be a brain animated with 
the reigning purpose of the conflict. 
Neither want of employment nor love 
of adventure nor any other senti- 
ment than love of country and love 
of freedom and obedience to the call 
of duty will induce our young men 
to cheerfully submit to the conscrip- 
tion law.

PINCH HITTERS IN OUR 
PRISONS. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES}

Warden of the Eastern Penitentiary 
of Pennsyivania. 
EHIND the walls of penitentia- 


ries, prisons, places of correc- 

tion and almshouses in the 
United States are hundreds of thous- 
ands of men who can be made avail- 
able for the emergencies of the tre- 
mendous struggie in which we have 
embarked. They are the pinch hit- 
ters of this war, ready and eager to 
be of service to their country. They 
may not score any home runs; but 
they are good for bases anyway. 
And this looks like a world series in 
which every base counts. 

The 1400 men who were in this 
eastern penitentiary of Pennsy)vania 
when the war broke out helped the 
Allies win one inning of the game 
not long after it etarted. Under the 
law regulating the employment of 
convicts, we were allowed to employ 
35 per cent. of all the inmates on 
manufactures to be sold in the open 
market. There were 250 men avail- 
able for the making of socks, and 
it looked like a sure thing that the 
armies the Allies were pitting 
against the completely - equipped 
Gerthans would be mostly sockless. 
The pedal part of the equipment 


that was ready to the last shoe but- [ 


ton was on the other foot this time, 
just as it was in 1870. All of those 
250 men were put to work making 
socks—and they worked. They pro- 
duced 800 dozen a day. They kept 


at it day after day. After a while, 


agents for the British army and the 
French army got in the habit of ring- 
ing me in the middie of the night 
to acq those socks. They were 
sold to the French agent at a price 
that cut down considerably the per 
capita cost to the State's counties 
for the support here of the inmates 
indebted to them. We shipped with- 
in two days two solid trainloads of 
socks to France. 

It would not be much more than 


a pinch hit for the United States if” 


this whole institution were turned 
loose on socks for the American 
army now in the making. But it 
would amount to 4000 dozen army 
socks per day, or 1,200,000 dozen per 
year—about enough te supply for 
that year the first call to the colors 
of 500,000 men. That little pinch hit 
would count some here. Of course, 
we would be making those army 
socks with convict labor in compe 
tition with the free labor employed 
by the regular manufacturers. But 
this is an emergency as desperate 
for us af that earlier emergency was 
for the Allies. Our regular sock 


manufacturers are equipped and pow-: 


ered only for the normal demands 
of our civilian population. Very few 
of them are prepared to make army 
socks. It is a case of no socks, no 
army; for an army surely does travel 
on its feet and, outside of Mexico, 
where they can shuffle along without 
socks, and shoes, too, there are no 
armies marching around accompanied 
by cohorts of washerwomen who do 
darning. In the army, socks just nat- 
urally wear right out to a condition 
of innate depravity where any kind 
of darning is too good for them. 
The greatest truth penology has 
learned is that honest toil is the 
convict’s right as well as his salva- 


tion, and to deprive him of it is to 


enchain him in the ruin of his life. 
Convicts want work; they plead for 
it; and now they are longing for it 
in a hunger of patriotism that 
shames many who walk free out- 
side of prison wa supercilious, 
apathetic and use to the nation 
and the flag. 

This large and effective reserve of 
labor is not limited to penitentiaries. 
There are the prisof, and the county 
jails where men are serving short 
terms: the’ institytions for correc: 
tion; the almshouses. There are all 
the tramps and vagrants of the land, 
whom common sense would dea) with 
today, if never before, as an integral 
part of our potential man power, to 
be conscripted on the spot for their 
own sake, if not for the nation’s. 
Omitting the class of loafers at large 
and counting only the inmates of 
Philadelphia's institutions, | esti- 
mate a contingent. of 6000 out of 
the census population of 1,500,000 
who are immediately available for 
some form of work supplementary to 
the agricultural and industrial ac- 
tivities of the community. If that 
proportion hold good throughout the 
United States, we have in readiness 
a productive army numbering more 
than 400,000. 

An astonishing percentage among 
them will he found to be skilled me- 
chanics. All the men in the short 
term prisons are there for trivial lar- 
cenies and assaults. Most of them 


have stolen something merely for 


the money to buy drink. They are 
not criminals: they are, at worst, 
fellows who have slipped down from 
the level of regular wage-earners be 
cause the liquor habit made them un- 
reliable in their trade. While I was 
superintendent of the House of Cor- 
rection, I never found one who did 
not want institutional work as soon 
as he Was sober, and I never lacked 
skilled workmen there for any task, 
from the job of cook to the running 
of a large municipal gas works. 


Tobacco Ash Valuable. 

| Washington Star:] It appears 
that smokers are throwing away an- 
nually about 8000 tons of valuable 
material, the same being the ashes 
of the tobacco that they consume. 

The ash left on burning tobacco 
is considerable and, as a matter of 
fact, the mineral matter of the to- 
bacco leaf frequently amounts to as 
much as a fifth part of its weight. 
Thus a ton of tobacco leaf would 
yield four hundredweights of ash, 
which represent valuable mineral 
constituents withdrawn from the 
soil which bave to be replaced by 
abundant manuring. 

It has been calculated that a ton 
of tobacco withdraws more than a 
hundredweight of mineral constitu- 
ents per acre of land. This would 
appear to be an astounding waste of 
material, which must be of enor- 
mous value to the soil, considering 
that 75 per cent. consists of calcium 
and potassium salts and 15 per cent. 
of magnesium and sodium salts, in- 
cluding nearly 5 per cent. of the 
essential constituent to all plants—
